REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

The claims are allowed because the prior art does not teach nor 
suggest, in a method of grinding a ferrous roll having a rotating roll 
surface, at least; bringing a rotating wheel into contact with the 
rotating roll surface and traversing the wheel across an axial roll 
length of the roll, while maintaining a ratio of axial taper tolerance 
(TT) to radial wheel wear compensation (WWC) of greater than 10; and 
grinding the roll surface to a surface roughness Ra of less than 5 
micrometer while leaving the roll surface substantially free of feed 
marks, chatter marks, and surface irregularities; or grinding the roll 
surface while at least one or both of a grinding wheel rotational 
speed and a mill roll rotational speed is varied in an amount of +/- 1 
to 40% in amplitude, with a period of 1 to 30 seconds; wherein a ratio 
of TT to WWC is greater than 25.
